Heavy beams were essential to 
support the slate roof. 

Brick sheds on the church 
abe were built in 1897 from 

ricks made by hand at the 
kiln in Madoc’s brickyard. A 
stained glass window. was 
placed in the church to perpe- 
tuate the memory of Mrs. 
Wishart. The church was a 
masterpiece of beauty, until 
the afternoon of January 13, 
1895 when it was noticed that 
the main body of the church 
was full of smoke. 

The church was a massive 
stone structure of hard grey 
and light brown limestone 
taken from Malcolm Mcintosh 
quarries, with a colored slate 
roof. The: dimensions were 80 
feet long and 44 feet in width 
with a 120 foot clock tower. The 
grounds were all enclosed wi 
a stone fence.

Ag. minister speaks out... 
Elmer Buchanan defends 
government’s ’92 budget 


Toronto - When asked “What's 
good about the budget”? — 
Hastings-Peterborough MPP 
Elmer Buchanan lists a 
number of things including: 

* a billion dollar job creation 
program: 

more funding for job train- 
ing. including by small 
businesses; 

reducing taxes on small 
businesses, manufacturing 
and resource industries as a 
way of supporting more than 
900.000 businesses in “‘invest- 
ing. innovating and creating 
jobs.” 

making tax increases fair, 
with no increase im the provin- 
cial retail sales tax: 

« developing long term support 
pre for farmers. 

“The tax increases and the 
tax decreases in the budget are 
fair.’ Mr. Buchanan said 
Friday morning. “They dont 
hit any one group very hard.” 

‘Anyone earning less than 
$53.000 is not going to have any 
increase on personal income 
tax.” he said. “‘The reforms in 
the Ontario surtax will not 
affect 90 per cent of Ontario 
taxpayers.” 

“Also, the surtax only applies 
to earnings over $53,000." 

Mr. Buchanan says “one 
surprise to the opposition 


parties was the fact that retail 


sales taxes didn’t go up.” 
“We've adjusted the seniors 
grant so that It’s a tax credit,” 
he added. ‘Those people that 
are in the greatest need are 
going to Fc more money and 
those at the top will get less.” 


Complainers 


“While some people are 
going to complain, we're 
trying to put the money where 
it’s most needed.” 

“When people understand 
that.” he said, ‘they will 
support the concept.” 

Asked about support for the 
farming community, the Agri- 
culture Ministér says that “in 
the budget itself, there's an 
increase of about $20 million - 
- primarily long term interest 
assistance programs.” © 

“One had already been 
announced: $1.5 million, which 
is a commodity loan program 
based on crop insurance 
contracts.” 

‘Right now,” Mr. Buchanan 
says, ‘we're developing, with 
the farm community, other 
kinds of interest assistance 
programs which will be long 
term and which will put money 


dl . 


into farmers’ pockets.” 

“We continue the property 
tax rebate which goes to 
farmers. We've saved farmers 
about $15 million by keeping 
that program intact. — 

“In fact.” the Minister said, 
“we had to put another $12 
million into it to make up for 
the increase in taxes.” 

Mr. Buchanan stressed that 
the overall rate of growth in 
total spending in the budget is 
“the lowest in 39 years.” 

“This is in spite of the fact 
that the federal government's 
capping of transier ayments 
to Ontario for health, post- 
secondary education and 
social assistance programs 
will cost Ontario $4.5 billion -- a 
loss of $1700 for a family of 
four.” 

“I'm often asked, ‘What are 
you doing to cut the cost of

Centennial. 

The pupils gained insights 
into many local environmental 
concerns; the zebra mussel 
invasion, wood and marshland 
loss, interdependence of wild- 
life populations, the return of 
the wild turkey, and even how 
they can provide backyard 
. habitats. 

The gym buzzed with learn- 
ing. Although the presentation 
is primarily science-oriented, 
mathematics, social studies, 
geography and language art 
‘skills were reinforced in a 
meaningful way. 

The students are now writing 
letters of evaluation to Mr. 
Axcell and students at Percy 
Centennial are viewing their 
lovely rural neighborhood with 
more knowing and apprecia- 
tive eyes.

As April marks 
the beginning of the severe 
weather season in Ontario, and 
it lasfs until October, munici- 
palities are being asked to 
educate the public and how 
people can help themselves. 

To mark the beginning of the 
tornado season, the Ontario 
Weather Centre of Environ- 
ment Canada, together with 
Emergency Planning Ontario 
have already sponsored sever= 
al “events. The county of 
Simcoe and the city of Barrie 
will jointly host an Emergency 
obs oe baie and Response 
workshop during the first week 
of June. 

Environment Canada issues 
weather watches and warnings 
when anticipated weather 
poses a threat to public safety. 
This informatiopn is relayed to 
the public by radio or 
television. 

A severe weather watch is 
issued up to six hours in 
advance to alert the general 
public that, for. a specified 
portion of Ontario, there is a 
high potential for dangerous 
thunderstorm weather, which 
may be accompanied by a 
tornado. 

_ A severe weather warning is 
issued to alert the public that 
severe thunderstorms or 


tornadoes are imminent in the 
warning area and that, for 
instance; a severe thunder- 
storm is in progress or 
expected to occur within two 
hours. 

When a tornado threatens: . 

* Stay away from windows, 
doors and outside walls. 
Protect your head. 

* For maximum safety, go 
down to the basement and seek 
shelter under, a stairway or 
sturdy table, or in a closet. 

* Try to reach the centre of 
the house or the side away 
from the storm. 

* Avoid buildings with large 
areas of unsupported roof, 


including arenas, barns or , 


supermarkets. If caught in 


such a building. seek out the © 


lowest floor, an inside hallway 
or small interior windowless 
rooms, or get under something 
sturdy. 

* If caught in the ace try to 
determine the tofriado's direc- 
tion-of travel and move at right 
angles to it. If you cannot avoid 
the storm, find a ditch, ravine 
or other depression and lie flat. 
Do not remain in your car. 
Many people have been killed 
trying to ride out a ternado in 
their car. 


If no shelter can be found, 
hang on to the base of a small 
tree or shrub. 

* Remember that damaged 
and weakened structures, 
fallen debris. downed hydro 
wires, and gas leaks are poten- 
tial dangers after a storm has 
passed.

Go Out And Enjoy Your: Walk 


By P. Ahrens 


Your doctor tells you to walk 
for your heart. Your spouse 
tells you to .walk to relax. So, 
you walk, and your feet hurt. 
Maybe you are one of the most 
determined souls who walks 
through the pain. Especially 
those nagging pains in the 
shins, heels, balls of the feet or 
cramping of the toes. Yet you 
feet look fine. Is this the price 
you pay for being on your feet? 
No, feet are not supposed to 
hurt: So, why the pain? 
Biomechanics. The 26 bones, 
dozens of muscles, tendons, 
and ligaments of each foot are 
supposed to work in a balanced 
fashion. When this balance is 
upset, trouble occurs, More 
than half the population has a 
variation of the ideal foot. A 
number of factors influence 
our feet, many result in stress 
which is translated into pain. 
Heredity, weight, standing on 
hard surfaces, shoes with no 
support, and injury, will all 
result in your feet hitting the 
ground incorrectly. The 
muscles and ligaments of your 
legs and feet try to correct the 
error, stretching or contract- 
ing past their normal range. 
Your knees, hips, and back 
change their alignments, and 
the pain begins. 

Since some factors cannot be 
changed, in most cases 
best approach is to try to 
control how you strike the 


round. A good start is with 
ootwear. In walking it is 
important to give your toes a 
goon degree of freedom. You 
on’t want them locked in, one 
against another. So make sure 
your shoes give you plenty of 
room in the toe area. The same 
thing applies at the heel area. 
The heel should not be 
designed to fit too tightly. Your 
foot should be cradled, not 


bound. 
Natural materials such as 
leather, breathe, which 


assures maximum comfort. 
Padded midsoles, mold to the 
shape of your foot and absorb 
shock to reduce impact on your 
pier ag joints. Tongue padding 
will help relieve pressure 
points. A firm arch support 
will provide added protection 
for your spine and further 
reduce fatigue. 

Unfortunately, not everyone 
can buy shoes “off the rack”. 
While a generic fit may bring 
some improvement, it might 


not provide full relief. If your .. 


feet need more specialized 
control, consultation with your 
physician is advisable There 
they will be able to determine 
your needs and refer you for 
orthopaedic footwear. Ulti- 
mately, footwear should work 
with your feet to help relieve 
the problems and put the

The alarm was sounded and 
Mr. William Connor responded 
at 4.30 p.m. Sunday afternoon, 
January 13, 1895. The fire 
engine was quickly placed in 
position at the bridge, but the 
hose only reached to the town 
hall and from there the pail 
brigade did all that was possi- 
ble under such circumstances 
Meanwhile, the fire had slowly 
worked its way up the wall 
between the plaster and the 
stonework and out of reach of 
the pails. and thus was gaining 
a foothold in the roof, while the 
best efforts of the firemen and 
people = were uselessly 
expended underneath.

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Shattering recycling myths

I am always amazed when | 
un across people who believe 
hat this whole Blue Box 2000 
yrogram is just an elaborate 
ham, and that the material is 
‘ollected, taken to the process- 
ig facility, and then just. 
andfilled. 

Yes. I know there are arti- 
‘les in newspapers and 
accounts on television about 
the incredible expense of blue 
box programs, and the landfill- 
ing of some materials from 
some programs. Well I can't 
speak for other blue box prog- 
rams in Canada, but I do know 
for a fact that the Blue Box 
2000 program now in operation. 
in Centre and South Hastings is 
less expensive than landfilling. 
I also know that less than two 
percent of our incoming mater- 
ials are landfilled. 

It doesn’t surprise me that 
some blue box programs have 
encountered problems with 
very high operating costs and 
product contamination. Each 
program runs differently, and 
it is to be expected that some 
problems will be encountered. 
We have one of the most 
efficient and effective prog- 
rams in Ontario. With inte- 
grated waste reduction 
systems approach of the new 
Blue Box 2000 program, we 
hope to cut in half the amount 
of waste going to disposal by 
the end of this year. That.is a 
very aggressive goal for an 
impressive program we should 
all be very proud of. 

The Blue Box 2000 program 
includes not just the greatly 
expanded blue box recyclin 

rogram, but also a househol 

azardous waste reduction and 
collection program, a door to 
door promotion of backyard 
composting, and staff to prom- 
ote waste reduction and reuse 
for the residential, business 
and institutional sector. 


The cost for 1992 for this’ 


whole system worked out to 
approximately $5.09 per resi- 
dent of Centre and South Hast- 
ings; $4.22 for Marmora resi- 
dents and $4.87 for Madoc 
residents. Even when you back

This lack of credibility is 
further complicated by public 
Si hed oer Some _ people 
lieve that a disabled women 
should be ‘‘grateful’’ for any 
attention she gets, since she 
probably would not have sex 
any other way. Others refuse 
to believe a disabled women 
could be sexually assaulted at 
all. Well-meaning profession- 
als sometimes demonstrate 
these attitudes when they 
encourage women with disabil- 
ities to stay in abusive relation- 
ships, suggesting they should 
not expect anything better. 


Consequences of assault 


An assault on a disabled 
woman can trigger severe 
physical reactions. A woman 
with cerebral palsy may deve- 
lop even more unclear speech, 
a staggering gait or more 
spasms than is normal for her; 
a woman with diabetes may go 
into insulin shock; a woman 
with epilepsy may have a 
seizure. It may also be more 
difficult for the woman to 
recover from the assault 
because of her dependency on 
others and the isolation 
created by the disability.

escaping from their assailants. 
They are often financially 
dependant on these individu- 
als, and the physical means of 

eeing assault, such as acces 
sible transportation, are oft 
unavailable on short notice or 
after midnight. ; 

Even if a disabled woman 
does escape, very few women’s 
shelters are accessible. Facili- 
ties without ramps and.eleva- 
tors, TDD’s or attendant care 
are not an option for women 
with disabilities. A woman 
with quadriplegia, in such an 
instance, could expect to find 
herself referred to a hospital or 
institution. In addition, disab- 
led women with children who 
flee abusive situations run the 
risk of losing custody of their 
children because authorities 
may question their ability to 
care for them alone. 


What can we do? 


Assertiveness and self- 
defence courses have proven to 
be helpful for women with 
disabilities. While there is no 
guarantée that women who 
take these courses will not be 
attacked, they have been found 
to recover more quickly from 
assault. Disabled women have 
initiated specialized self- 
defence courses in at least two 
provinces in Canada. 

As a society, we all have a 
respotisibility to respond to the 
issue of violence whénever we 
can.

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Tax credits to replace seniors’ grant programs 


Beginning with. the 1992 
taxation year, seniors in the 

rovince will be able to file 

or new property tax and 

sales tax credits through 
their annual personal 
income tax return. 

That’s one of the impor- 
tant changes to come.out of 
the April 30th Ontario 
Budget tabled by Treasurer 
Floyd Laughren. 

Previously, seniors 
received property tax and 
sales tax support through 
the Ontario Tax Grants for 
Seniors Program which 
provides an annual Proper- 
ty Tax Grant of up to $600 
per eligible household, 
regardless of income. These 
grants offset municipal and 
school tax paid by seniors 65 
years of age and over who 
own or rent their homes. 

In addition, a Salés Tax 
Grant of $50 per senior ‘is 
provided to compensate for 
sales tax paid: 

‘The changes came about 
as a result of the govern- 
ment’s commitment to 
programs and 
redirecting its resources to 
those who need it most,” 
said Shelley Wark-Martyn, 
Minister of Revenue. 
“Under the new Ontario 
Tax Credits for Seniors 
Program, lowest income 
seniors will get the greatest 
benefit out of the change,”’ 


she added, “and those are 
the people who require the 
most assistance.” 


The first instalment of the 
annual Property Tax 
Grants was mailed out on 
April 27th. This instalment 
is not affected by the 
change. As in ee years, it 
is equal to half of the total 


Property Tax Grant 


received last year, to a 
maximum of $300. 
In August, the annual 


applications will still be 
mailed to seniors. The final 
Property Tax Grant 
payment in the fall will 
make up the balance of the 
year’s entitlement, but the 
maximum grant for this 
year has. been reduced to 
$450. By completing and 
returning the application, 
seniors will make sure that 
they will receive the final 
Property | Tax Grant 
payment. 
he annual Sales Tax 
Grant of $50 will be mailed 
as usual this year in 
November. However, this 
will be the last grant 
es usar under the Ontario 
ax Grants for Seniors 
program. 

In 1993, when seniors file 
their 1992 personal income 
tax returns, they will claim 
the new property tax and 
sales tax credits based on

As we age, certain things are 
inevitable and if we accept 
them, we can learn to live with 
most of them quite well.

Seniors 
must take a thoughtful and 
practical look at what they 
need to do to make their home 
a safe place where they can

Lighting is very important. 
Make sure stairwells are well 
lit with on/off switches at the 
top and bottom. If there isn't a 
light switch by the door of a 
room, make sure there's a 
night light on. ‘(There are 
nightlights available that turn 
on automatically when it gets 
dark, and turn off again as 
soon as it gets light.) There

the bed that can be turned on 
easily. If that’s-not possible, 
get a flashlight. And make sure 
nightlights are used to illumi- 
nate the way to the bathroom. 
Another way to prevent falls 
is to’remove obstacles. If you 
find yourself bumping into a 
particular piece of furniture, 
consider yourself warned, and 
move it out of the way. Foot- 
stools are very dangerous 
because they tend to get moved 
around - generally in the path 
of traffic in the room.

What is age-related 
macular degeneration? 

Age-related macular 
degeneration (AMD) is an 
eye disease that is present 
to at least a mild degree in 
millions of older people. It 
is a leading cause of visual 


loss. 

AMD affects the macula, 
a small portion of the reti- 
na. The retina is the light- 
sensing nerve tissue that 
lines the inside of the eye. 
All parts of the retina 
contribute to sight, but only 
the macula can provide the 
sharp, straight-ahead 
vision that is needed for 
driving and reading small 
print. 

As a person ages, harmful 
changes may occur in this 
small but important area of 
the retina causing difficul- 
ties. in reading and other 
tasks that require good 
central vision. Scientists do 
not know why these macu- 
lar changes occur. But 
aging evidently plays a 
major role in the process.

That is why it is known as 
age-related, or senile, 
macular degeneration. 

Do people with age- 
related macular degenera- 
tion generally go blind? 

No. Although AMD Is a 


_ leading cause of visual loss, 


it is important to know that 
the majority of people with 
AMD continue to have 
almost normal vision 


throughout their lives. Even — 


those who are severely 
affected do not lose all their 
sight, but retain enough to 
move about independently 
and make use of helpful 
devices Qalled low vision 
aids. And for a limited 
number of people who deve- 
lop a rapidly worsening 
form of AMD that seriously 
endangers vision, there is a 
sight-saving treatment 
developed through 
research. 

Who gets age-related 
macular degeneration? 

Usually, AMD does not 
develop until a person is 65 
or older. But a few people 
are affected by the disease 
while still in their forties or 
fifties. , 

A person's -chances of 
developing AMD are grea- 
ter than average if he or she 
has a near relative with the 
disease. Scientists are now 
trying to learn what other

What are the signs. and 
symptoms of AMD? 

Most people with AMD 
have a form of the disease 
that develops very slowly. 
It is called the “dry” form. 
In it, tiney yellowish depo- 
sits called drusen develop 
beneath the macula. Alsc 
the layer of light-sensitive 
cells in the macula becomes 
thinner as some cells break 
down. These changes typi- 
cally cause a dimming or 
distortion of vision that 
people find most noticeable 
when they try tofead. 

Generally, if one eye has 
dry AMD, the other eye will 
also have some signs of the 
condition. Thus the person 
with dry AMD may eventu- 
ally have visual problems in 
both eyes. However, the dry 
form of AMD rarely causes 
total loss of reading vision.

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A much greater threat of 
visual loss arises when the 
dry form of AMD gives way 
to the ‘‘wet"’ or neovascular 
form of the disease. 

This condition arises in a 
small percentage of AMD 
patients. In it,‘new blood 


vessels grow beneath the’ 


macula. These abnormal 
vessels leak fluid and blood, 
causing the light-sensitive 
cells near them to sicken 
and die. This process gener- 
ally produces -marked 
disturbance of vision in the 
affected eye: Straight lines 
look wavy, and later there 
may be blank spots in the 
field of vision.

AMD develop the neovasu- 
lar form, they make up the 
vast majority of those who 
experience serious visual 
loss from AMD. 

A few years ago, a nation- 
wide clinical’ . study 
supported by the National 
Eye Institute (NEI) found 
that there is a treatment 
that can help most people 
whose sight is threatened 
by the wet or neovascular 
form of AMD. This treat- 
ment is called laser photo- 
coagulation. In it, powerful 
light rays from a laser are 
directed into the eye and 
focused at a tiny spot on the 
macula. The aim of the 
laser treatment is_ to 

preserve vision by destroy- 
ng abnormal blood vessels. 

n the NEI-supported 
study, laser treatment 
reduced the risk of severe 
vision loss by more than 
half in people with neovas- 
cular AMD. However, this 
treatment is best applied 
soon after the new blood 
vessels develop, before they 
have reached and damaged 
the fovea - the central part 
of the macula.

There is no evidence that 
laser treatment is of any 
value for people with the 
dry form of AMD. Also, 
because the laser cannot 
restore vision already lost 
from AMD, an eye whose 
macula has been badly 
damaged by this disease 
would not benefit from laser 
treatment. That is why it is 
so important for AMD. and 
neovascular AMD in parti- 
cular - to be detected early. 
‘Drusen and the other 
macular changes typical of 
dry AMD cannot be seen by 
the person who has them, 
but are visible to any eye 
care specialist examining 
the eye.
